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FOREWORD. 


This catalogue of antiquities in the Sanchi Museum has been designed par 
as a complement to my already published Guide to Sanchi and partly as a supp 
ment to the larger and more elaborate monograph on the monuments which 
now in course of preparation. Neither the one nor th e other of these books woi 
have lent itself to a description of the many small and detached objects exhibil 
in the museum : the former, because the average visitor to Sanchi does not requ 
detailed information about them ; the latter, because the inclusion of so me 
extra material would have made it unduly cumbersome. 

The Museum at Sanchi has been built and furnished, and the exhibits arranjs 
in it under my own personal supervision. The task of describing the exhib 
has been delegated to three of my assistants, to Maulvi Muhammad Hamid, B.. 
being assigned the stone sculptures, to Professor Bamaprasad Chanda, B.. 
the inscriptions, and to Pandit Ram Chandra Kak, B.A., the iron and copj 
objects, the potteries and terracottas. Each of these scholars has received soi 
measure of help from myself, and their descriptions have been examined a 
verified^by my friend and collaborator, Mons. A. Fouclier. 

Of the antiquities now in the Museum some were found by me lying in t 
jungle which used to envelope the ruins, and others were unearthed during i 
excavations. With a few exceptions, however, such as the pottery from benea 
the stone pavement round the Great Stupa, their find-spots offered little or 
clue as to their date, for the reason that many of the objects had manifestly be 
transferred from older to later buildings and the debris of the ruiued structu; 
was too confused to admit of precise conclusions being drawn on the basis of 
stratification. Honcje the safest criterion to the age of most objects found on t, 
site is t’heir own individual style or technique ; and, so far as the sculptures j 
concerned, this criterion is not difficult of application. With the iron and copj 
objects and potteries the case is different, since sufficient materials are not 3 
available in India for that comparative study which is necessary in order to ( 
termine their chronological sequence. On the other bund, metal is less dural 
than stone, and it is unlikely that objects such as spears, knives, door-loo 
hinges or the like were of any great age at the time when they were buried {r< 
view. Inasmuch, therefore, as nearly all of these iron objects were found in 1 
debris of the Buildings 45, 40, etc., it may reasonably be presumed that tl 
belong, with few exceptions, to the late mediaeval epoch.

SCULPTURES IN THE COURTYARD. 


1. Statue (heiglit 5' 5*^) of Buddha standing in the gift-bestowing attitude (varadamtidri) 
White grey sandstone. tJr^<d and left arm missing ; nose, lips and chin damaged. Hair in 
conventional ringlets. The upper garment (saiuihM) coA crs both shoulders and arms and is 
spread out at the sides. It Tvas caught up in the left hand, which was raised to the left 
shoulder. The border of ihe lower garment {mitarvddlca) shows below the sahghMl at the 
loins and above the ankles. The statue was broken across the neck and ankles. About 
7th century A.D. 

’ 2. Statue (height 3' 8") of Buddha standing. White grey sandstone. Head, left shoulder, 
fore-arms and left half of the chest broken ; feet detached but refixed ; lower part of 
right leg damaged. Dress and attitude similar to No. 1. Inscription of two lines on the 
pedestal on either side of the feet contains the Buddliist creed in characters of about the 
7th century A.D. 

3. Imago (lioight 2' i") of Buddha standing. WTiite grey sandstone. Hoad and fore-arms 
missing ; drapery and toes of feet damaged. The stylo and attitude are similar to No. 1, 
but the right shoulder is bare. On the pedestal, to left, a knoiding female devotee with 
hands damaged ; to right, similar male figure with a garland, .\bout 7th century A.D. 

4. Damaged torso (height D 9") of Buddha standing in the gift-bestowing attitude. 
White grey sandstone. Head missing ; legs broken across thighs. Upjier arm mutilated ; 
left hand and thighs damaged. The miighafi covers both shoulders. About 7th century A.D, 

5. Statue (height 3' G") of Buddha standing. Pinkish grey sandstone. Head and fore- 
arms missing. The right hand was apjiarently held in the attitude of protection 
[abhayamudrd). The right shoulder is bare. The folds of the drapery liangiiig on the left 
are classical in character. About 7th century zl.D. 

6. Image (height 4' 2V) of Buddha .standing on a damaged lotus. Dark purplish 
sandstone. Head, fore-arms and toe of left foot broken ; right leg mutilated. Dress and 
attitude similar to those of No. 1. Behind the head is a damaged oval halo camd with 
lotus. On either side of the image stands a devotee holding chaurl and (?) stalk of lotus. 
About 7th century A.D. 

7. Image (height 4' 4") of Buddha stjuiding. Dark purplish handstono. UsfmUha md 
features damaged ; left fore-arm and toes of light foot brok(!n. Dress and attitude similar to 
No. 1. Lower garment {antarvdsika} shows above the ankles. On the left margin of the slab, 
inscription of one lino containing the Buddhist creed. About 7th century A.D. 

8. Image (height 3' 5") of Buddha standing on lotus. Bufi’-xed sandstone. Head, right 
fore-arm and left hand missing. The di'ess and attitude are similar to those of No. 1, but 
the folds of the sanghdtl are still more stylised and the sculpture apparently belongs to a later 
period. On the pedestal, to right, is a female kneeling devotee ; to left, a male. On the 
right margin of the slab is engraved an inscription of one line containing the Buddhist creed 
in characters of about the 7th century A.D. 

t). Belief (lieight 6' H) representing the subjugation of the mad elephant of Eajagyiha, 
Bufif-red sandstone. Head and left fore-arm of Buddha missing ; chest, right arm, left lej

and feet damaged. Ornamental halo with garland-bearing gandharvas in clofuds above. The 
right hand of the Buddha rests on the head of iho elephant, behind which stands Indra holding 
dtaurl in the right hand and vajm in left. ITie other attendant on the left, where we should 
exj)ect Brahma, resembles Buddha and holds a long staft in right hand. On the halo is an 
inscription of one line containing the Buddhist creed. Found near Stupa 6. About 7th 
century A.P. (Pi. I) 

10. Fragment (height 2' 11") of a relief of grey sandstone, illustrating the same scene. 
It contains the lower portion of tlie legs of standing Buddha with ehphant bowing before him. 
To right of Buddha, remnants of au atieudant standing behind the elephant, which is very 
well modelled. About 7 th century A.D. 

11. Fragmentary image (height P 8") of Buddha standing. Buff brown sandstone. 
Head, right aim, left fore-arm and legs below knees broken. Bolh shoulders wrapped .in 
miighath The back-ground has disappeared. A bout 7ih century A.l). 

12. Image (height 2' 2") of Buchlha standing. Brownisli sandstone. Head, hand.s and 
feet missing. Ihe mnghatl c<»vers both shoulders. A circular mortice (^-" diavn.) near the 
right shoulder indicate.? that the righl hand, which rested ag.'iinst llio shoulder in the attitude 
of imparting security, was kept in position by moans of a (lovv(?l. About 7th century A.l). 

13. Damaged figure (height 2') of Biichliia standing. Brownish grey vSand.stone. He^d, 
fore-arms and toc.s of feet missing. The sahghHX cover.? both shoukh-rs. The hands were 
evideutly dispose<l in the varadaniudm. About 7th century A.l). 

14. Headless statue (heicht 1' 10'') of Buddha standing in the gift-bestowing attitude. 
Crey .sandstone. Dress similar to No. 13. About 7th ceuturv A.T). 

15. Tor.so (height 2') of Buddha standiug. Brownish sand-stone. Head, feet and loft 
hand missing ; right hand damaged. Dress and attitude, similar to No. 12. 7th-8th century 
A.D. 

16. Statue (height including 2" tenon at base, 2' |") of Buddlia standiug on lotus in the 
gift-bestowing att itude. Dark jnirplj.di .sandstone. Head and hands missing. I)res.s similar 
to No. 13. Defaced in.script ion of one line along the riglit margin of slab contains part of 
the Buddhist creed. Late Gupta, 

17. Fragmentary image (height 2' 2") of Buddha standing, Reddish biwn sandstone. 
Head, anns and legs below knees missing. l)res.s and attitude similar to No. 14. The statue 
wa.s broken across the loin.?. 7th-8tli century A.D. 

18. Imago (height 6' 3 1") of Buddha standing in the gift-bestowing attitude. Darkpur- 
plifd) sandstone. Head and right fore-arm missing. Left fore-arm broken but reiixed. The 
sanghdfi covers both shoulders and arms. It is spread out at side.? and caught up in the left 
hand, which is held against the shoulder. Observe the prominent edge.? of the drapery on 
left. On the pedestal is a kneeling devotee to left. About 8tb century A.D. 

^19. Statue (height 2' 7^^") of Buddha of Mathura stone seated cross-legged in the 
dhymamudra. Head detached, but refixed ; mJimsha broken ; nook damaged ; left earlobe, 
tip^ of nose and some fingers of the hands mutilated ; and eyes and lips slightly injured. 
Ifeir treated in conventional ringlets. Orm mark on the forehead. Wears sc^hghcUl 
disposed m conventional folds and covering both shoulders and arms ; the lower border of the 
Bangui shows on the throne beneath the legs of figure. On pahms, wheel (chakra) 
symbol, ana on soks of feet wheel and triraim. At the back of the head, mortice 
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about 1*^ square juteuded for a clamp. Possibly there was a nimbus behind the head, 
sculpture was discovered from Stupa 14, where it was set up against the western wall of 
relic chamber with a second wall built in front to protect it from damage. It is a produc 
the Mathura school, but the features of the face, particularly the lips and eyes, and the hi^ 
conventionalised treatment of the hair and drapery proclaim it to be of the early Gt 
ago. The stupa in which the sculpture was found is assigned by Sir John Marshal 
about the 7th century A.I). The imago must therefore have been taken from a shrine of 
early Gupta period when the latter had fallen to decay and enshrined there as an objec 
special veneration. This practice of burying older cult images in stupas was comi 
during the mcdiajval period, as instances of it have also been fouml at Sarnath, Sal 
Maheth and other sites. (Pi. II) 

20. Image (height 1’ 3") of bull sandstone representing a figure of Buddha in sunk pi 
seated in meditation on a lotus throne. Head and thumb of left hand missing. Saiigl 
in conventional folds, covering both shoulders and arms witli ifis end falling on the s 
About 4tJi century A.D. 

21. Imago (height 1' 0") of Buddha seated iu meditation on a throne supi^rted by 
lions. White grey sandstone. Head nussing ; loft shoulder, hand.s ajid h'-et dama^ 
Sahghafl, ui conventional folds, covering boih shoulders. Itli-Sth century A.I). 

22. Mutilated figure (height V 1 1 )/) of Buddha seated on a plain throne supp<n-tod by 
lious. Bull sandstone. The hands of tJ\e figure were probably disposed in the teucl 
attitude. Between the lions arc twt> antelopes, crouching in the middle, face to face, v 
a wheel above their heads. Above the back of the lions aud antelopes, two JoJds of hang 
drapery. On the flat surface of the throne, on three sides of the image, inscrip tior 
characters of the Gupta period, reading

23. Statue (height 2' 10") of Buddha seated cross legged on a lotus throne supported 
two lions. Bufi! sandstone. Head detached but refixed. Right arm and shoulder e 
part of chest broken ; left earlobe, lingcr-s of loft hand aud big toe of right foot damage 
features sb’ghtly injured. Hair and ludmlsha treated in schematic ^ ringlets. The rij 
shoulder is bare and the lower end of saiiyhuij show's on the lotus seat. Ihc lelt hand is pla? 
in the lap holding end of mhejUil in palm ; ti;c right was probably held in the abkayamud 
Lotus symbol on the solo of right, fo(it. On pedestal, a lualc and a female kneeling devo 
between the lions : the male, who wears a pointed beard, in the attitude of adoration, 1 
female caiTying a garland.

24. Statue (height 3' 3") of Buddha seated in meditation on a lotus throne supported 
two lions. Buff sandstone. Face chipped off.; lelt knee broken ; chest and right ai 
damaged. SanyMtl thrown over both shoulders and its end spread on the thioi 
Circular nimbus with lotus and bead decoration, flanked by two garland-bearing gandharv 
in douds. Wheel symbol on soles of feet. The devotees on the iredestal are treated in t 
HtLiriR way as in No, 23, On oithor side ci Buddha, about the level of the shouldt 
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is an inscription of 3 lines containing the Buddhist creed in characters of the 6th-7th 
cefiitury A.D. 

26. Statue (2' 31") of Buddha seated in the teaching attitude on a lotus throne supported 
oy two lions. Buff stindstone. Head, right arm and left for<5-arm missing ; right half of 
chest mutilated ; and toes of feet damaged. Dress similar to No. 23. Behind the shoulders, 
remnants of a halo. On pedestal, between the lions, two kneeling devotees — one in 
adoration, the other carrying a garland. Cth-7th century A.D, 

These three sculptures (Nos. 23-25) have a close resemblance to each other and may 
have been carved by one and the same sculptor. 

26. Pedestal and crossed legs of a Buddha figure of bail red sandstone seated on inverted 
lotus supported by two lions (height 2' 4"). The left hand, in lap, holds end of sahghatl in 
the palm ; the right, of which the fingers only remain on the right knee, was disposed in the 
earth-touching attitude (hhiinmparmmudrd). An end of mkghdH is spread on the throne. 
Apart from the wheel, which also appears on the palm of the loft hand, the soles of feet 
bear a numbi‘r of other symbols, rw., a shield, a pair of fish, a staff with flag, a goose or shell, 
an elephant goad, a trident, an umbrella anda.sj<v;s7/.(v/.. The symbols on the left foot have 
disappeared, but the wheel is distinctly visible. The .space between the lions is occupied 
by an elaborately embroidered cloth hanging from the throne. The petals of the lotus bear 
a portion of the Buddhist creed. Below the lion on proper left, is a Sanskrit inscription in 
Nagari characters of the 9tli or lOth century A.D. It consists of a stanza in the Sragdhara 
metre of which two fadas are legible and read as follows : —

27. (Statue (heiglit 3' 8") of a Bodhisattva standing against a pilaster. Grey sandstone. 
Head detached but refi.xcd ; face damaged ; right hand and foot and left arm and leg broken 
off. Wears ornamental headdress, ne{5klace.s, armlets, girdle with hangings and a long 
garland. Slightly oval halo decorated with lotus. The left hand rested against the thigh , 
the right probably held stalk of lotus (?) 8th-9th century A.D. 

28. Statue (hGight2' 2") of Bodhisattva seated cross-legged on a double lotus throne. 
Dark purplish sandstone. Head, right ann and left fore-arm missing ; toes of feet damaged. 
Wears ornaments. The hands were apparently disposed in the preaching attitude. 9th-10th 
century A.D. 

29. Statue (height 3' 7|") in the round, of a Bodhisattva figure (Vajrasattva ?) seated 
crosslegged on a lotus f-hrone .supported by two lions and by stems of a lotus plant springing • 
from the pedestal. Purplish sandstone. Head and arms missing ; legs damaged. Wears

30. Torso of a Yaksha (fieight 2') of brownish sandstone with arms upraised perhaps to 
support a throne. Wears dholi with band tied ia front aul neeklace with three ornaments, 
two of which are in the shape of niiiii'paia^. Early Sehool. 

31. Torso (height 2' 1") of a Yaksha similar to No. 30. These figures are in the round. 
Also compare the capitals of the western gateway of Stupa I. 

32. Statue in the rouul (height 2' 7") of a corpulent mile figure of brownish sandstone, 
probably Jambhala, seated in the easy posture o.n a fonr-leggei chair. Left leg hanging 
down. Head, arms and right leg below the knee broken ofi ; chair damaged. Wears 
necklace and girdle. On the chair, on either side of the image, ends of scarf(?). About 4th 
century A.D. 

33. Pedestal and legs of a female deity (Tarii ?) seated in the easy posture on a lotus 
springing from the pedestal (h(figl)t 1' (r). Buff sandstone. Right leg partially damaged. 
Wears ornamental girdle and anklets. The right foot rests on a lotu.s .stool. On the 
pedestal, to proper right, figure of a nude, pot-bellied fnita squatting with hands upraised to 
receive the nectar which is flowing from the fingers of the deity ; to left, a female figure seated 
on a cushion with an axe {paratu) in her right hand and lotus in the left. Between thi.s 
figure and the right foot of the dioby, three kneeling dovotoos on a lotus carry garlands. 
Above the central image, some human figures in vertical compartments to left and an 
ornamental cushion to right. About 9th century A.D. 

34. Damaged sculpture (luught 1' 1") of grey sandstone similar to No. 33, On the 
pedestal, two female attendants, one on either side of the deity, apparently hold lotus stalks 
in their hands. The attendant on the left is four -armed. In front of the pedestal, 
mutilated figures of a kneeling devotee to left and a pot-bellied preta to right. About 9th 
century A.D. 

35. Image (height 2' 4") of a six-armed goddess (Tara ?) standing on a cushion and wear- 
ing ornaments. Grey sandstone of Udayagiri. Head, extra left arms, normal right fore-arm 
and all hands, excepting one on the right, broken ; breasts damaged. In the only hand 
that has survived destruction, the goddess holds the handle of a sword. On either side of 
the deity, two female attendants stand one behind the other ; the figures in the front row 
hold chauns, those in the back, lotu.ses. On either side of the cushion of the goddess, 
remnants of two kneeling devotees. 9th-10th century A.D. 

36. Image (lieightd') of a 4-armed goddess (Ohunda?) seated cross-legged on a lotus throne. 
Grey sandstone of Udayagiri. Face and breasts chipped off ; hands and knees damaged. 
Wears ornaments. The upper hands are raised to the shoulder : the left apparently holdiug 
a lotus, the right a lotus and a rosary, The lower right hand is disposed in the charity 
mudrd, the left holds an uncertain object in the lap. Above the mutilated halo is a Buddha 
figure, in meditation, with a goddess on his left seated in the llldsatia and holding lotus in the 
left hand. Tiacos of two devotees on the pedestal. lOth-llth century AJ).

37. Fragmeutaiy sculpture (lieighfc 1' 0") of greyish aandsfeono represeatiag the wakb 
and legs of Durga killing the buffalo demon {mahishasura). The goddess wears a beaded 
gh'dle, anklets and sacred thread. Her right foot is placed on the demon’s breast which is 
being jnere^d wilh a trident. The back of the buffalo is so doubled that the haunches nearly 
touch the head. About 12th century A.l). 

38. Image (height 1' 0") of; a goddcv^s .seated in the easy posture (lllmana) on a lotus 
springing from the jiedesta). Purplisli sandstone. Head and right forearm inissitig ; loft 
hand. knee.', and feet damaged. The godde.ss wears ornviments and holds a full-blown lotus 
(jjadmn) in her left hand. On ('it her side of the deity are two female attendants standing 
one above the other and holding obaurl-s. The upper figure on tlic right is almost entirely 
lost. Below tiio left knee of the goddess and looking up to her is a. female devotee seated 
on the pode.st;il in the attitude of pt'ayer. Altout 10th century A.D. 

30. Ijuage (height 2' 3,|") of a god, perhap.s Mn])fmirub}'u'nja, seated in the easy posture on 
a double lotas tliroiie whicli is supported by his t.h<‘ jn'ucock. Head missing, and right 

hand and foot damaged. Wears chtbo rate necklace with curious ])endants, armlets, girdle 
and anklets. The riglit hand rests against the knee with palm turned outw^ard ; the le;ft 
holds stalk of blue lotus (vyipw/n), s{)ringng from the pedestal below. About 10th century 
A.D. 

do, fcstalue (Inagiit 3' of a standing fAnwi-bearer of grey Hundstone. Hoad missing ; 
chest and hands damagi'd. Weari onnnnents and shoulder-belt which passes over the left 
shoulder and under the right aijiijht. Plain nimbus^ behind the head. The left hand held 
a chaan of which the liandle is broken ; the right rosis against (die tldgli. Traces of a stalk 
of lotus (?) <‘nciroUi).g the right arm. 'riio back slab is curved at the t-op. The figure pro- 
bably served astlie right hand attendant in a large, group. About loth century A.D. 

41. Fragiiient,ary sculpture (iieightr 11") of rcjddish. grey sandstone representing the waist 

and legs of a male figure standing between round jhla.siers. Left foot detached but refixed ; 
toes of right foot and part of left leg below' the knee broken ; hands slightly damaged. 
Wears orjianv’nls, sacred tliread and a long garland which shows in front of the knees. 
The left hand of the figure re.sts against the thigh, the right holds the handle of a sword on 
hip. On the pede.st.al, fore-part of a curious animal to left. Late Medieval. ^ 

42. Sculpture (heiglit 2' 0") of grey sandstone re.prc'sontirig Kuvera, standing between 
round inlastcrs and wearLug ovnameuts. The right hand apparently holds a blue lotus 
against the shoulder; the left is strotched down and holds a nuniey-bag. Near the right 
foot of the deity, bust of a tjahha figure. Probably used in the face decoration of a 
structure. About StJi century A.D 

13. Sciiipturc (Jmiglit 3' 1") of grey sandstone representing Varuna standing between round 
pilasters. Wearing elaborate head-dress, ornaments, garland and sacred thread. The right 
hand holds an uncertain object before the breast ; th(’, left is stretched down and holds a 
noose ipa'io). Near the left foot is the fore-part of a hiahom. Late .Medueval. 

41- Section of a door-jamb of purplish grey sandstone carved on three side.s and gradually 
stepped in from sides to front. The carving on the side.s consists of a pot and foliage design 
surmounted by undulating .scroll work. On front, figure of a deity standing in a pillared 
ni-che, holding uncertain object (flower ?) before the breast. Curious object near the right 
foot. About 10th century A.D. 
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45. Section of a pilaster (heiglit 4' of grey sajidstone with an offset 6^" wide in front. 
Plain upto 2' 4", with the exception of a spear-mark on the central offset. The carving is 
divided into three bands by an amahka pattern l)«h)w and a diamond design above. The 
lowest band contains foliated designs and figurines inside half or (piarter circles. In the middle 
band are Buddha^ Bodhisattva or attendant figures in rectangular niches, tlie attendants 
carrying pwm huwhkm. In the npmost band are lurt.inmkJia heads sjioul-iag lorth Kimians 
with single serpent-hoods and double snake-tails and with their hands held in the attitude 
of prayer. The spear mark on the lower portion was apparently added at a later period. 
At the back is a mortice about 6.1'^ .si|uare. Late MtHliieval. (I’l, IV) 

46. Door-jamb (height 2' 5") of grey sandstone. The cai'ving on the front is divided into 
two facets. The left facet contains, from below, a inahi ligure standing in a pillared niche, 
lotus and scroll decoration, v<». c and foliage design and remnants of scroll w’ork. The pillared 
niche in the other facet contains a female figure vslunding wirh a paihad in lier loft hand. 
Above theniclc is a loogriff standing with one of his hind legs on tin; back of an elephant, 
the other resting on the chest and left hand of tlie mahlut who is sitting with doubled legs 
on the head of the elephant with his head tumed towards the tail of the animal. T!ic fore- 
legs of the h'Ogi'iff are dangling in tlie air and a yakska is hovering above him. Observe the 
flowing tail and horns and the curious cidlar-slmpcd mane of the leogriff. Late Metliawal. 

47. Door-jamb (height o' 1 of reddish brown s.atidstom^. Front divided into four facets. 
The facet to extreme, left is plain ; the one next, to it represents a pilaster of the pot and foliage 
type d'U orated with khiinnikha lioails and foliated de.5igus ; the other t\v<» facets arc adorned 
with floral deoorations.

These bands contain from below—trident 
with leaf shaped central prongs, hlrdm ukha hmdsi, vase and foliage designs, and in the upper 
most band, a row of large leaves with foliage falling on either side of each leaf. Lat 
Medijeval. 

353. Pillar (height 4' 9|'' ; thickness T SJ") of buff-grey sandstsone, similar to the preced 
ing one, but with only the three upper bands of ornament and a diamond mark below th( 
Khiimukha head in front. The carved bands are separated from each other by a cabU 
ornament below and a lotus design above. Ljite Mediaeval . 

354. Door lintel (length 4' 9" ; width 1' 101" ; height 9|") of reddish grey sandstone. Th 
front face is recessed in the middle and flanked on either side by a flower-vase in higl 
relief placed between square, pilasters. The side.s and the recessed i)ortion on front, ari 
decorated with a row of ornamental pendants below, and of diamond designs above. Tin 
pendants ])ear a, close resemblance to upturned vases. 9t]i-10th century A.D. 

155. 33oor lintel (length 2' 11|" ; width 1' 2|"; height 71") of dark-grey sandstone, Th< 
face is adorned with a plant design in the centre and two klrUmukJm at the sides. A paii 
of geese is perched amoiig.st the branches in the central design. 9bh-10tb century A.D. 

156. Upper portion of the back slab of a Buddhist image of dark purplish sandstone. 
Height 2' 6" ; wn'dth 2' 5". Remnants of halo decorated with lotus petals, about the middle ; 
and traces of th(5 figure of a Dhyuni ]3nddb.a above. On either side of the Dhyani Buddha, 
Sanskrit inscription of two iim^s in acute-angled characters of about the 8th century A.D. It 
contains the Buddhist creed and reads as follows ; —

Buff-grey sandstone. Face decorated with niches and foliage. Late Mediaeval. 

158. Oarved stone (length 3' 1" ; ht. 1' 7") from a niche in the Hkhara of Temple 
45. Th(! curving on the front cmisists of tiie upper portion of a largo niche flanked by 
a garland-bearing gondkanm on either side. Above tliis is a conventional floral design 
with lion's head spouting forth a bell resting on the apex of the niche below. About 7th 
cent. A.D. 

350. Face stone (length 1' 3" ; ht. 3' 7") from the Hkhara of Temple 45 decorated with 
niches, foliage and geometrical designs rangp,d in three rows one above the other. Grey 
sandstone, l^ate Mediaeval.

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160. Capital (length 2' 3" ; ht. 81") of a pillar of grey sandstone. Cniciuorm in shape 
(twenty sided). The sides are slightly raised, spread out and relieved with rihs rcsemhling the 
ribs of the iimalaka fruit.

161. Face stone (length V 11|" ; width 1' 8" ; ht. T) fr oni the sihhara of Temple 45. 
Decorated with niches and floral designs. Buff-grey sandstone. Late Mcdifeval. 

162. Face stone (length 2' 2" ; ht. 1' |") from the Hkham of Temph; 45. The front and 
the right hand face are ornamented with arched roof of a shrine. thric<^ repeated and retieve,d 
with niches and foliated patterns. Grey sandstone. Late Medijeval. 

163. Faco stone (length 2' 1]" ; ht. i' SJ") from the kikhim of Temple 45. The carvia" ou 
front resembles the arched roof of a shrine surmounted by a trident-sha))cd fijiial. A cire.ular 
niche in the centre contains the head of a lion, below which is a dou]}lo dentil ornament. 
Buff grey sandstone. Late Mediaeval. 

164. Carved stone (length 2' 101"; ht, 11. i") from the sikhara of Temple 45. The front 
and left hand face are relieved with niches and half niches. Cuff grey sandstone. Late 
Mediaeval. 

165. Carved stone (lengtli 2' 6" ; ht. 5^") from the kikham of Temple 45. Front and 
right hand face relieved with raised ribs like those of the dmalaka fruit. Grey sandstone. Lak; 
Media?val. 

166. Face stone (length 2' 1|" ; ht. V 7") of a purplish grey colour from the tiikhara of 
Temple 45, relieved with arched rr»of of a shrine on front. Late Medimval. 

167. Face stone (length 3' 5" ; ht. V 31") front the Hk>ma of Temple -la. Arched roof 
of a shrine on front, flanked by two miniature, shrines each wiih a diamond design in the 
interior ; between the roof and the side shrijtes are recessed spaces, also occupied by 
diamond patterns. Grey sandstone. Late M(xlia)vaL (1*1. IV) 

168. Face stone (length 3' 2" ; ht. 101") from the Hkhara of Temple 45, Decorated 
with niches in the same way as No. 164. Late Mcdia 3 val. 

169. Face stone (length 2' 3J" ; ht. T 7|") from the Uhhara of Temple 45. Decorated 
with arched roof of a shrine on front. Late Mediaeval. 

Votive Stupas. 

170. Votive stupa (height 3' 1") of dark-purplish sandstone with a sq[tia.rc base. Around 
the middle of the drum is an ornamental frieze witl). klrtimukltas spouting forth pearl garlands. 
Below the frieze is a small niche on the front faco containing a seated figure of Buddha in 
the hhvmisparm-niadra. The stupa beans three short inscriptions in Nfigari clianicters oi 
8th to 12th century A.D., one above the frieze, the other two on the. square base. A square 
mortice at the top shows that the missing Jui and umbrella were carved out of a separate 
block. Late Mediasval. 

171. Votive stupa (height 2' 8J") of dark purpli.sh sandstone. Umbrella missing. Octagonal 
base adorned with ei,ght niches each containing a figure of Buddha standing in the nhhai/a 

• or mrada attitude. Above the dome is the harmika or hti with a square mortice at the top 
for the umbrella staff. Late Mediseval, 

172. Votive stupa (height 2' 6|") of grey sandstone. Hti damaged and umbrella mis- 
fttng. On front, Buddha seated in meditation in a niche. Late Mediaeval. 
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173. Votive stupa (height 2" of grey Baudstone. llmbrella luisaiug. Late Medueva) 

174. Votive sfcupa (Iieiglit 2' Di") of grey sandstone. Hit and umbrella missing. Arouiic 
base are four niches each containing a seated figure of Buddha. Late Medioeval. 
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A. — Sculptures in the Roofed Hall. 

Al, Capital (licight 6' 10|" ; width across the abaciis 3') of Asoka Column consisting of 
a bell-shaped cap with cable necking and a circular abacus surmounted by the fore-parts of 
four lions set back to back, the whole finely finished and polished to a remarkable lustre from 
top to bottom. Buff sandstone of Chunar. 

The bell has been pieced together from a munber of fragments and partially restored in 
plaster of Paris. It is decorated with sixteen c(uiv<‘ntional petals in the Persepolitan style. 
The abacus, a part of which has also been restored, is ornamented with four honey-suckle 
designs separated one from the other by beautifully sculptured geese in pairs confronting each 
other with lowered heads. 

The capital was broken across the cable noekiiig. The lions crownhig the abacus ** though 
sadly disfigured still afford a noble cxamjdc of the sculj)tor’s art. Mark in particular the 

spirited vitality of the animals the tense development of their muscles, the swelling 

veins, the strong set of claws and tlic crisp treatment of the mane disposed in short schematic 
curls.”^ The dei)ressions hi the eye-balls of the goose and lions show that precious stones 
wore probably inserted in these placi's and apjiareutly atfixed to the stone with shellac or 
some similar material as no pins appear to have been used. (PI. V) 

Al. (o) Fragment (Ht. 11", width 5") of a petal from the bell of No. Al. 

(6) Another fragment (6"x3'') from the bell of No. Al. 

(c) Another fragment (3y'x24") from the bell of No. Al. 

((1) Fragment (Ht. 9|") from the abacu.s of No. Al. The decoration consists of 
the back half of a goose -lud part of a houey-suckle flower. 

These four fragments were discovered in debris some time after the restoration 
of the capital. 

A2. Broken umbrella (length 1' 11^"; width V 1^"; thickness 7^") of highly polished 
buff Chunar sandstone pieced together from several fragments and partially restored. Outer 
side plain ; under-side relieved by four concentric baiuls, about 2|" apart, with radiating ribs 
between. The ribbed side is convex but changes into concave near the fourth band. The 
ribs between the third and the fourth conccutric bands are separated from each other by 
shorter ribs, about 1^" long, emanating from the fourth baud towards the centre. Traces of 
similar radiating ribs beyond the fourth band. Found in tiie debris of Stupa I. Probably 
belonged to the original brick stupa of Asoka’s time. (PI. Vil) 

A3. Fragment (1|' x7i''x2f") in four pieces of an umbrella of highly polished buff 
sandstone of Chunar. Delicately carved ribs on the underside. Mauryan. 

A4 — ^A6. Three fragments (9|"x54'' ; lOf^xfi^" ; 5"xl") of an umbrella of buff sand- 
stone of Chunar. Similar in all respects to the one described above. No. A5 is in two 
pieces. Mauryan. 

A7, Fragment (2|"xlJ" by 1^" thick) from the outer rim of a similar umbrella. 
Underside relieved with radiating ribs, the outer ends of which are covered by a fine undu- 
lating fillet. The edge of the rim is also marked with shallow grooves. Mauryan. 

These fragments (A3 — ^AS) were found from the debris of the Great Stupa. The material

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Clnmar f^andstone) of mIhcI) lliey ate made and tlie exquisite precision Tvith which, they are 
chiselled, conihined vvitli the brilliancy of their polish leave little doubt that they were 
manufactured dining the Mauiya age and in all likelihood belonged to the original brick 
stujia of Asoka’s t ime. Numbers A1 — A7 are not adorned with any concentric bands such 
as arc to be seen on A3. 

AS. Fragment (length ]0|" ; width 6" ; thicknc.ss 52") of an umbrella of buff sandstone 
of Chuiiur. Inner side convex and relieved by concentric bauds with radiating ribs between. 
The polish of the stone ha.s disapjieared. Probably Maiiiyan. 

A9. Fragment (length 8" ; width Of" ; thiclaiess 3|") of an umbrella similar to the pre- 
ceding one. The carving on these two fragments is not half so delicate, as that on Nos, A3 — 
AS. Probably ]\luuryan. 

AlO. Standard bowl (height 2' 5,|") of Mauryan workmanship, of highly polished buff Chu- 
nar sandstone, pieced ti*gether from fragments and jiavtially restored. It consists of a square 
moulded bast*, oclagonal tapering shaft with fluted sides, surmounted by n cup- shaped capital 
—also elght sitled- • on wbicli rested the bowl. Tht; side.s of the bowl arc missing. The res- 
toration of the base is not quite certain ; it may have been somewhat larger or smaller. 
(PI. VI) 

AlO(fl)- Fragment (in'ight !()") of an octagonal pillar. Tapering shaft with fluted sides. 
Two of the sides me broadened towards the lower end which was probably provided with 
a tenon. Highly polished buff sandstone Of (Jbunar. Mauryan. 

All. Fore-pait of an elephant (length 2' 6" ; lieigiit. 1' ll j") of greyish sandstone. Trunk 
and legs missing ; left eye damaged. Observe the modelling of the auimal’s head and the folds 
on the neck. The sciiljuure was found from debris in Temple 40 and was broken and in its 
present condition before the columns bearing early Brahml inscriptions wore erected. About 
2ud-3rd ceniury B.C. 


Fragments from the gateways of Stupa I.

With tiie exceptions of the pillars w'hicb are rough dressed at back, these fragments are 
all carved in the round. They are also of w'hite grey sandstone except a few which come 
from the South (iateway ivhcre a slightly piirjdish stone ha.s been used. 

A12. Fragriumt (In ijilit 2' 3|" ; width 2 ' ; thickness 1' 7|") from the w^estorn pillar of the 
South (latimay. The carving on the front face has peeled off. The right or inner face 
bears the legs oi a door-keeper standing armed with a broad Indian sword and wearing a 
i jose-fitting fiiiiic, (i) shirt and boots. Near tbe feet, remnants of a lion to left, and an 
uncertain object to right. The pillar i.s broken a(?Toss the ankle.s of the door-keeper. The 
left or: out<*r face is »lecoraied with an undulating plant design containing creepers, man- 
goes and otht^r fruit, trees with jo welled necklaces hanging from their branches and birds 
perched aniidsl the foliage, eating benies. In the lower left corner is the bust of a grotesque 
yahha w*earing the .same sort of necklace as No.s. 30 and 31, and holding the springing of the 
scroll work in liis liand. 

AP). Fragment (height 1' IV : width I'll"; thickness 10") of the same pillar as A12. The 
relief cm the iron! face contains a headless female figure descending from a couch or chair to 
left and rautilati'd legs and ta.il of a hor.se to right. The laily wears a transparent dhoti and 
a scarf. At tlie back of the chair is an uncertain object ; and behind the horse what might 
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be the legs of a standing human figure. The inner face has peeled off ; but a pearl necklace 
and remnants of a creeper still exist on the Icfi or outer face. 

A14.. Fragment (height 1' 10" ; width F 9" ; thickness 1' 1") of the same pillar as A12 and 
A13. The carving on the front and umor faces has disappeared, Tlie outer face, now 
turned to front, bears the figure of a monkey and a peaii-and-stono necklace above and 
renmants of a flowing floral design below. 

A15. Section, in eight pieces, of the east jamb of the South Oateway. lit. 8' 7" ; width 1' 
11" ; depth 1' 9^". The top of the pillar is missing and the lower portion is broken off across 
the eyes of the door-keeper on the inner face. 

Almost all the scenes represcnlcd on this jullar relate to the incidents immediately before 
or after the Sanihodhi or enlightenment of the Buddha. (1*1. VI 11) 

jPVoM# /ftcr.- The lower panels on the front faee have totally disappeared; the 
remaining three panels at the to]) are more or less mutilated. 

To]) panel. Episode of the Ntigariija Machalluda.- AlWi: attaining enlighte.ninent the 
Buddha fasted for 49 days and spent the pej itwl, .sma;cs.sivclv ,undt‘r the Jhxlhi, the Banyan, the 
Muclmlinda and the Ra jiiyatana trees. Wliile seated nmle.r the, A'lnolialiiida Irec^ the Buddha 
was shielded from rain by the hood and coils of the Niiga king Miichalinda. Here, towards 
the t(jp of the panel, we .see the trunk and lower branches of the Mucha lijxla tree decorated 
with garlands and flanked by a flying garland bearing linaani on either side. In front of the 
tree is the throne of the Buddha, and in the fore-ground, the Nagardja seated mi rocks or his 
own serpe,nt coils. On either side of the Naga king are two (|uecns seated on. wicker stools, 
and behind them arc female attendants hohling eJumns. The Kaja has a five headed 
serpent-hood ; the females have only one hood each. 

Second pand. Offering of the howls by th; fom Lokapiilas . — The story is that on the last 
day of his long fast of 49 days after the enlightenment, when Buddha was seated under the 
Rajayatana tree, tw'o merchants, Tapussa and Bballuka, made an offering to him of barley- 
cakes and honey. The Buddha having no bowl in wliich to receive the offerings, four bowls 
of stone were brought by the guardians of the four ipiarters (Lohapalm) and Tathagata com- 
manding them to become one took the food and ate it. In the relief we see Buddha, repre- 
sented by his throne, seated under the Rajayatana triie, which is surmounted by aii umbrella 
and flanked by a Jdnnara on either side carrying garlatuls azid offerings. To the left of tho 
tree arc two Lohapdlas carrying bowls with two attendants, one of which is apparently a (jan- 
dharva playing on a harp. To right, is the bust of another Lohrpdla holding a bowl in his 
hands. The other figures on Ihe right have disappeared. 

Third panel . — ^Bullock carl drawn by a pair of oxen in the centre surrounded by horse- 
men and attendants, one of th<*. latter walking in front of the bulls and carrying a .spouted 
vessel. There are only three figures in the bullock cart but sufficient rema'jis to show 
that originally there were four cf these — tho missing figure being probably that of tho 
driver. Behind the cart is a dog licking its right fool. Tho scene apparently represents a 
caravan moving towards the left and probably refers to tJu', visit of the. two merchants 
Tapussa and Biialluka w:bo made an offering of barley-cakes and honey to tho Buddha 
on the last day of his long fast of 7 weeks. This scene should, according to the texts, have 
preceded the scone of the offering of four bowls. (Pi. VIll) 

Left or Inner faee. Top pand . — In the centre of the panel is a throne placed in 
front of a tree on either side of which is a celestial riding on suparna and carrying offerings. 



Below the celestials are five male devotees standing to left and four to liglit with a female 
devotee stooping on either side of the throne. To the right of the throne is the entrance to the 
enclosure in which the tree is situated. The meaning of the scene is not clear. 

Second pducL — In the centre of the relief is the throne. of Buddha placed in a pavilion* 
carried on octagonal pillars aj)d fiauked by garland-bearing gandharvas. The cupola 
of the pavilion is relieved with niches and surrounded by a balustrade. Above the throne 
is a curious circular object badly mutilated. Two male devotees stand to right, and a male 
and a female to left of tlic throne. The scene has not been identified. 

Third panel. A'ppruach to the Bodid seat . — The diamond tlironc of the Budhha is placed 
under u garlanded plpal tree, flanked by flying kinnaras carrying garlands and open baskets 
contuiniiig ollcriiigs. A male and a female devotee stand on either side below. Of the couple 
on the right, the female is carrying a casket : while the male, who is no othoi: than Svasiika 
the grass cutter, is stooping and cutting grass with a scythe. In the corresponding figures 
on the left the male (who is .pnisumably a dwa) is carrying the bundle of grass cut by 
Svastika and the female is standing in devotional attitude. 

Fourth 'panel. Offering of the mtlk-rie-e to tht; Buddha hy Sujdtn. “ In the centre of the 
panel, Buddha represented by bis throne, sitting under the NyogrodJia tree which is sur- 
mounted by a garlanded umbrella and flanked by garland- bearing kinnaras. To ilie left of 
the throne is Sujata bringhig the milk-rice to Buddlia. She is attended by a female servant 
who is stf>oping by the side of the throne while her spouted water-vessel is placed on the 
ground. The male figure in the left lower comer of the panel is presumably a (hoa watching 
the pious action of the virtuous Sujata. The figures arc repeated on the right. 

Fifth panel . — Towards the top of the panel is the promenade (chuhkrami) of Buddha 
decorat.ed wdth garlands. In front of the promenade, four female figures probably represent- 
ing the daughters of Mara trying to seduce the Buddha. In the grou}» to left, we see them 
turned into old liags and in the right hand one, after they have been restored to youth again, 

Lowest pa«c?.— -The u})per portion of the door-keeper’s head is all that remains m this 
panel. 

Back . — The back is plain except that the top portion is carvcd^vith a large lotus flower 
and traces of a railing and a standmg figure remain in a niched panel above. 

Outer face . — The outer face was ornamented with full blown lotus flowers enclosed by 
an undulating lotus design on cither side. (PI. VIU) 

A16. Fragment in two pieces (height 2' 7" ; width 2' 1" ; thickness V If") from the 
bottom j)ortion of the pillar described above. The carving on the front face has almost en- 
tirely disappeared. The outer face, now turned towards the front, bears the head of a 
makara below and lotus flowers above. 

A17. Fragment (height 12|" ; width 3|' ; thickness 4") of the same pillar as A16. On 
front, lower portion of a relief containing the mutilated throne of Buddha above and a water- 
pond with lotuses and ducks below. On either side of the throne, remnants of attendants. 
Traces of a flowing floral design on the right or outer face. 

A18. Fragment in five pieces (Ht. 1' *.)}/) of the same pillar asAlG. Undulating lotus 
design on the. outer face. On front, remnants of two sculptured panels. In the lower, panel, 
male figure seated on a chair with two females, one holding an umbrella over his head, 
the other entertahmig him with her dancing ; in the upper panel, legs of a female figure. 
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Al9. Fragment (height 1' V ; widtJi 1' 1 ; thickness lO^") from the north pillar of the 
West Gateway. On the outer face, now turned to front, is the bead of a griffin facing left 
with remnants of the vine creeper above. 

A20. Fragment (height 2' llj" ; width 1' 1.1" ; thickness 2' 4") in two pieces from the 
same pillar as A19. The carving on the front has peeled olf. The inner face, now turned to 
front, bears the mutilated figure of a door-kee]^)er wearing the usual dress and ornaments and 
standing under a flowery tree. The pillar is broken off below the knees of the door- 
keeper, 

A2I. Fragment (heiglit 1' ; widlh 2' -J" ; tliiclmess GJ") of a pillar from the South or 

West Gateway. On front, remnants of tw(» sculptured panels. Parasol (h^corated with 
garlands and flanked by devotees in the lower })anel and legs of elephant in the upper. On 
the right hand side, throne placed in front of a tree with a S])oul.od vessel to its right. 

A22. Fragment in four pi<iCf<s of the western end of the lowest architrave from the South 
Gateway (Length 2' G^" ; ht. 1' 11" ; height including griffin 3' 71" ; thickness 1' 3"). On front, 
volutes to left and portion of tree with the l»ead of a peacock facing a scc)r})iou to right. On 
the back, to right volutes ; to l(?ft, a boy advancing toward.s a crouched antelope and legs of 
another human figure behind the boy. Remnants of the wings of a flying tjandharm on the 
outer end. The volutes were oni'y fragmentary and liav(‘ been comp1et<’;<l on both sides in 
plaster of Paris, 

The griflin at the top was found detached but most probably belongs to the South Gate- 
way. It is broken across the neck and feet and sadly disfigured. Observ'e the beak, the hair 
on the throat, the curious scaly mane along the neck and the band of indented ornament 
round the mouth. 

A22(a). Small fragment (length 1' I”) belonging to A22. Carved with foliage and right 
foot and tail of a peacock. 

A23. Fragment in five pieces of the eastern false capital and lateral projection from the 
middle architrave of the South Gateway. Length 7' 1" ; height 1' 11^" ; height including 
griffin 3' 7^". 

Front . — The false capital is relieved with a pair of horses one behind the other. The 
architrave ends in a volute. Retween the volutes and the false capital, elephant in a lotus 
pond. Above the elephant, a seated female figure ; to her left, legs of another figure, who 
apparently played on the harp, one end of which rests on the lady’s legs ; to right of the 
lady, a casket suspended on a bracket and below the bracket what might be a water 
vessel. 

Back . — On the false capital, a pair of bulls, one behind the other, Between the bulls 
and tbe volutes, an elephant wbh a young amidst trees. 

The griffin at the top was broken in two pieces and is exactly similar to the one 
described in A22. 

A24. Branch of a mango tree (Ht. including 6|" tenon, 2'G" ; width 1' 7|" ) from one 
of the larger brackets supporting the lowest arebitrave of South Gateway. Foliage on 
the outer side, with a parrot perched in the upper branches. The carving on the other faces 
has disappeared. 

A25— A26, Damaged torse of a large yakshi standing under a tree^ 



A26. The tree (height including i\” tenon, 2' T ; width 2' 6") hears elongated leaves and 
bunches of fruits. (PI. IX) 

A2(). The yahhi (lieight 2' Oi}") wears two long chains Which pass over the shoulders and 
hang as far down as the hips, crossing each other belovr the breasts and at the back. The 
transparent under-garment is tied by a plain band and a beaded girdle. The hair is arranged 
in two thick plaits the ends of which are joined. Three jewelled garlands forming part of 
the liead-dress hang on the back. The hgure docs not belong to the same bracket as the tree 
under which it stands ; the yahhi comes from the south end of the East Cateway, the tree 
probably from the South (tatoway. The yahhi w^as broken across the loins. (PI. IX) 

A27. Bramh of a. mango tree (lit. II' ; wulth 2' 9") in three pieces with the left arm 
of a yahhi in front-. The fore-arm of the yahhi is decorated with bangles and jewelled 
wristlets and a branch of the tree is lield in the hand. Probably from the West 
Gateway. 

A28. Mutilated torsi* of a large yahhi (liejght including 5^" tenon, IV ; wudth 2' III") 
stiiniling under a mango tree. The right forearm rests on a branch of the tree. The 
treatment and ornamentation of the hair and undergarment are exactly similar to No. A26. 
Probably from the West Gateway. (PI. IX)

Jambhuchhdyasailagrihasya evidently refers to the miracle that Buddha as Prince Sid- 
dhartha performed under a Jambu-tree at the time of the “ Ploughing Festival.” On that 
occasion king Suddhodana with his son and a large retinue went to the field and made the 
prince Siddhartha seat under a Jambu-tree on a couch {asyawm) with a canopy inlaid with 
stars of gold over it and a curtain hung around. Siddhartha, finding himself alone, sat cross- 
legged and sank into spiritual meditation {dhydna). The shadows of the other trees turned 
round, but that of the Janibu t ree remained steady and circular m form.”“ 

A slightly different version of the story is given in the Lalita Vistara'*, and the place 
where Siddhartha sal under the Jambu-tree is called Krishi-graraagiri, “ the hill in the 
village of the ploughmen.”^ (1^1. 11)

sattva are six male worshippers, to the left five female. The male figures, both men and boys, 
wear long tunics of the typical Kushan type, held in with a belt above the hips. The female.s 
wear saris and bodices. Some of the worshippers carry lotuses and other olTcrings ; others 
hold their hands in the*- ait itudo of prayer. On the pedestal is an inscription in BrahmT charac- 
ters of the Kushan period reading as follows : —

A86. Fragment (length 10^" ; height 4,^") of a pedestal with toes of the right foot of a 
standing figure. Mathura sandstone. On the face of the pedestal is au inscription of three

The inscription consisted of two stanaas, the first of which was in the Indravajrd metre. 
To judge from the remnants of the epigraph, it appears to have recorded the dedication of 
\he image by one who claimed to belong to l^marakula, i.e., the line of Pradyumna, son of 
Krishna, and therefore to a branch of the Yadava race.

Mathura sand- 
stone. Head, feet and right arm missing ; chest and left hand slightly injured. Sa^ghM 
covers both shoulders and arms ; the lower garment shows above the ankles. The left hand 
holds the upper garment at hip ; the right was apparently disposed in the abhayamidrd. 
Early Gupta. 

A88. Torso (height ll j") of Buddha erect. Mathura sandstone. Head, hands and legs 
below knees missing. Sanghdtl covers both shoulders and arms. The right hand was 
evidently raised in the attitude of imparting security (abhayamudru). Early Gupta. 

A89. Fragmentary pedestal (height 61" ; width with the left shin and right foot of a 
Buddha figure seated cross-legged. Mathura sandstone. Wheel s)rmbol on the heel and 
triratna mark on the sole of right foot. The drapery is carved in folds. 

A90. Fragment (7|" xSJ") from the pedestal of a Buddhist statue representing a standing 
male figure in monkish robes. Mathura sandstone. Feet missing. Head clean-.shaved. Gar- 
land and lotuses in the right hand which is raised to the shoulder ; and offerings in the left 
wliich is placed on the navel. Late Kushan. 

A91. Fragment (height?" ; width 15|") from the left side of a Buddhist sculpture of 
Mathura sandsf;one representing a standing figure of a male devotee. Head, left arm from 
shoulder and legs below^ knees missing. Wears dJioti and ornaments ; and like the figure 
in A90, carries a garland and lotuses in the right hand and offerings in the left. Late 
Kushan, 

A92. Fragment (height 9|" ; width 7|") of a halo of Mathura sandstone with several 
concentric bands of ornament. The central portion contains traces of lotus design enclosed 
by a beaded border. The next pattern consists of spear-shaped rays radiating towards the 
outer edge. The carving of the next band resembles a metallic chain adorned with lotus- 
marked discs strewTi at regular intervals. This again is surrounded by a string of beads 
after which we find the usual scalloped border. Gupta. 

A93. Fragment (T 8" x4f") of a halo of Mathura sandstone decorated in the same way as 
A92. Gupta. 

A94. Fragment (width 1' 1 xheight V of a richly sculptured halo of grey sandstone. 
Lotus design in centre, surrounded by two concentric bands of delicately carved floral and 
foliated patterns, in which the leaves assume the appearance of scrolls, enclosed in their turn, 
by a leaf ornament. The fragment belongs to the halo of the Bhyani Bnddha.statne placed 
against the terrace wall opposite the South Gateway of Stupa I, but owing to the nature of 
the breakage cannot be fitted* Gupta. 

A95. ♦ Relief (height 2' 7" ; width 2' IT) of grey sandstone in 3 pieces representing 
Buddha with a female attendant on left and male on right, each holding a flask on left hip. 
Head of Buddha broken and hands damaged. Right shoulder bare. Right hand holds 
drapery at shoulder, left pointing towards a kneeling devotee who has spread his hair on 
the ground for the Buddha to tread on. Early Gupta. 

A96. Square capital (height 11 J^xr 4''xr 4")'of a pilaster provided with a hole in the 
centre and a large tenon at the bottom. Grey sandstone. The decoration on the front,

A98. Inscribed stone (length 2' 6'' ; ht, 9") from Kanakhera, near Safichl, where it was 
sed in a well. Dark grey sandstone. The inscription is written in BrahiM characters of the 
iupta period. The language is Sanskrit. A considerable portion of the epigraph is 
.efaoed. It records the digging of a well by one Mahadandanayaka iSaka iSridharavarminan, 
on of ^aka Nanda. ’ , 

A99. Standing statue (height 5' 1 J*) of the Bodhisattva Yajrapapi from the top of the 
I^upta column in front of the North Gateway of Stupa I. Grey sandstcme. Arms from 
boulders and legs below knees missing. Wears richly jewelled necklace, heavy ear-rings and 
slaborate head-dress of klrtimuJcha heads, swags and jewels. The head-dress is much damaged, 
rho hair is arranged in three rows of ringlets and falls over the shoulders and back *, and 
beneath it at the back fall ends of two ribands. The short dhoti is fastened with an ornamented 
prdle tied in knot. The right hand appears to have held a mjra of which one of the trident 
mds is still traceable on the right hip ; the left hand held ends of scarf on the left hip. The 
halo, which is evidently too small in propcrtion to the size of the statue, is pierced wilh twelve 
holes evenly disposed around its edge. These holes were apparently intended for receiving 
ends of the outer rays “ which were probably fashioned out of copper gDt, the rest of the 
statue itself being possibly painted or gilded.”* The figure was broken across the middle. 
Early Gupta. 

AlOO. Statue (height 8' 0") of the Bodhisattva Padmapani standing with left kneet slightly 
bent. Grey sandstone. Wears elaborate tiara, ornaments, scarf and a short dhai.

< A photogiAph of this sculpture was circulated to several members of the Archmological 
D^artment for identification. Mr. Bhandarkar suggested, that it might represent Harihara, 
Mr. Krishna Shastri su^ested its identity with Dattatreya and tbe late Mr. Natesa Aiyar 
thought that it might bo a Nllakaa:tharyavaldkite^vai‘a or Halahala Lokesvara. Mr. Banerji, 
on the other hand, was sure that it was ^iva ; and Mr. Hargreaves could mot think of its 
being anything else. None of these identifications was convincing to tiie late Mr. Panday 
who was inclined to think that the figure was probably a Jaina conception of ^iva. 

Kai Bahadur Daya Earn Sahui has found some images of 3iva at Bamath which are very 
similar to the figure in question in style and execution and belong to the late Medieval period. 
The Rai Bahadur is of opinion that this figure must also be a representation of Siva. 
It was brought to the Museum from the Madagan tank near SaSohi. About 11th century 
A.D. (PI. XIlI)

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B -Antiquities in the South Room. 

“Bl. Bowl of dark purplisli saiidstouo pieced together from sovcihI fragments and partially 
Kjstored, Diameter 1' 8" ; height 9J". On the rim of the bowl is a Ihahrit inscription of one 
line in archaic Brahmi characters reading Bhagdya panudd, i.e., “ for the distribution of food 
(offered at the shrine).” 

The fragments of the bowl were discovered near the bottom of a heap of ddnis, in the 
angle formed by the retaining wall to the west of Temple 18, and the wall at right angles to 
it along the south face of the central plateau. Much of this accumulation of debris had probably 
fallen from the early temple terrace on the site of Temple 18. The bowl, therefore, belongs 
to the earlier stratum, i.e .. , to about 3rd century B.O. as is also proved by the presence of 
the eai’ly Brahmi inscription on its rim. (PI. XTV)

chin slightly injured. Part of the oblong ear-pendant sticks to the low'<^r jaw on left. The 
other face is broken. 

Bll. Mutilated head (heigltt 4") of a double faced yakslui wearing large ear-rings and 
Indian head-dress with a large, high top knot m front. 

BPi. Damaged muzzle (height 5") and left eye of a horse from between the architraves 
of a gateway. Below the eye, remnants of ornamental bridle. 

B13. Fragment (height 91") of a bull’s head probably from a false capital of a gateway. 
Muzzle, horns aud ears missing. 

B14. Head (height^, (If") of a griffin .similar to the griffins in Nos. A22 and A23. Right 
eye, ears and mane are slightly damaged. 

B15. Front portion (width b") of the upper jaw of a lion representing only the nose and 
moustaches. 

B16. Fragment (height ; width 1' 1") of a relief from one of the gateways of Stupa I. 
In centre throne of Budd^ placed in front of a tree of which a part of the trunk only remains. 
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On eitlier side of tlie tihrone remnants of two standing devotees. Traces of a square mortice 
at tlie back. 

B17. Fragment (height 5") with legs of a standing female figure wearing heavy anklets. 
Trace.s of a railing below. 

B18. Fragment (height 3J") with waist and thighs of a standing male figure. 

B19. Fragment (height 4") from the proper right half of the head of a figure. 

B20. Damaged waist and thighs of a double-bodiod yaksha. Height HI". Wliite grey 
sandstone. The figure is undoubtedly a production of t he Early School of Indian sculpture ; 
but it is extremely difficult to say with certainty as to whether it belongs to any of the five 
gateways or not.

Ftagmcnt (4|"x4") of a halo of grey sandstone relieved with a lotus design sur- 
rounded by a band of spear-shaped rays. Gupta. 

B30. Head (height 10") of the Budhisattva Avalokite.svara. Bufi sandstone. Head-dress, 
tip of nose, chin and ear-lobes damag<sd. i7rwd at the junction of raised eyebrows. Hair in 
ringlets bound by a fillet with rosette in front bearing a figure of the Dhyani Buddha 
Amitabha seated in the characteristic attitude of meditation. Gupta. (Pi. XV)

The five specimens deswibed above appear to be too slender to be effective spearheads, yet 
they arc much too large to have been used as ariwheads.

They may be javelins which could b(5 hurled at an object from a short distance.

069. Ploughshare (length 10 ^"; width 3J"). Similarjto N 0 .C 66 but with the point rounded 
off. 

070. Ploughshaie (length 13J" ; width 2 |"). , It appears to have been originally broader 
than it is now, but the edges have, on a subsequent repair, been turned upwards, making both 
the sides flat. 

071. Ploughshare (length 11 1 " ; width 3"). Similar to No. 66 . Edges arc 
broken off. 

072. Smootbing plouglishare (length 21 f" ; width of blade 3|"), locally known as pans. 
The blade has two vertical t angs, one at each end, which arc fixed into the flat wooden back. 
When the ground has been ploughed and the surface is still loose and uneven, this ploughshare 
is used to smoothen it. It is worked with bullocks Hke the ordinary plough. It is also 
commonly used for removijig old stubble from the fields. (PI. XVII) 

073. Smoothing jilonghshare {pans) (length 22 |" ; width 3|") similar to No. 072. 

074-77. Tool scraper, s (length varying faom to 4f"). Hollow and chisel-like in shape 

with edges flat and blunt. 

078-79. Tool scrapers (length 3|" and 3 respectively) similar to t he preceding examples. 

• 080-86, Fragments (diameter varying from 4|" to 8 |") of sickles. 

087. Fragment (diameter 9|'') of sickle, semi-elliptical in shape. The half near the 
handle is blunt and round. 

088-89. Fragments (diameter 8 " and 7|" respectively) of sickles similar to No. 087. 

090. Sickle (diameter Ilf"). Semi-circular in shape. 

C91-92. Sickle/S (diameter 9|" and respectively). Similar in shape to No. 090. 

093. Sickle (diameter lOf"). Point broken. The base of the blade is blunt and flat on 
one side and convex on the other. The top of the tang is adorned with a small barb. 

094. Sickle (length of tang 7|" and diameter of blade 4^"). It has an unusually long tang 
with a very slightly curved blade and resembles two arms of a right angle with the angle 
rounded off. 

095. Sidklc (diameter 9j["). Blade resembles the arc of an ellipse. (PI. XVI) 

096. Sickle (diameter 7J"). Semi-elliptical in shape. The point of the blade is spiked. 
This feature was probably intended to facilitate the eradication of any extraneous vegetation 
in the cornfield. 

097. Sickle (diameter 11”), Similar to No. 096, but without the q^iked point*. 

098. Sickle (diameter 8 "|. Similar to No. CSl* 
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Artisans* Tools. 

C99-100. Blacksmith’s pincers (length 17|" & HI" respectively). (PI. XVII) 

ClOl. Blacksmith’s anvil (height 5"). Both top and bottom square. (PI. XVI) 

C102. Blacksmith’s hammer (length 7" ; thickness If"). (PI. XVI) 

C103. Garden pick (length 4|'’). Socketed. 

C104. Wedge (?) (lengtli 6|;"). It is[an unusually massive specimen and has two contiguous 
depressions on two adjacent sides, the purpose of which is difficult to deUurnine. 

C105-111. Wedges (length varies from If" to 6"). Two of them (Mos. 108-109) were 
discovered in the mortice of the Gupta column in front of the North ( lat«nvay,whoro the builders 
had inserted them to keep the column in position. 

C112. Fragment (length 6") of a pinchbar. 

0113-114. Carpenters’ chisels (length Gf" and 7" respectively). The upper end is socketed 
for reception of the haft. 

0115-116. Carpenters’ gouges (G|" and 5J" respectively). The cutting edge is concave. 
The upper end is spiked for insertion into the haft. (PI. XVI) 

0117-118. Carpenters’ (?) chisels (length 5" each). Upper end solid and square. 

0119. Carpenters’ chi.sel (length 8f"). Upper end socketed. The. soeket, ns in the r-a.se 
of all such implements described here, is formed by beating out one end of the. tool and then 
hammering it on a conical mandril. 

0120. Object (length 4f"). Chisel-like and socketed. Has a lunate edge. It, may be 
either a carptmters’ chisel oi‘ what is, pe.rhaps. like.ly, the ferrule of a stall. 

0121-122. Carpenters’ awls (length 5" and G^" respectively). Upper end.s are hollow for 
insertion of the wooden handle. 

0123. Stone masons’ trowel (length 7|"). It is curved and leaf-shaped. (PI. NVl) 

0124-125. (Shoema.ker.s’ awls (length 02" and 5^" respectively). No. 0124 has a bulbous 
body with a long point and spike at tlie top for in.sertion into the wootlen handle. No. 0125 
ha.s a flat top. (PI. XVI) 

0126. Awl (length 12"). It. has a simple, rounded, and comparatively thick tf>p, and does 
not api)ear to have been intended to be titte.d with a wooden haf(.. It can .dill be userl, as it 
is, without any incoven ience. 

Household Fittings. 

0127. Lock’ (length 7f" ; height 2]." ; width 1}"). It com])rises two detachable members. 
The right hand one, in which the key wa,s turned, is box-like in foi»n with three band.s on the 
outside to add to its strength. It has a long horizontal spike at the top whi(;li is in.se.rced int o 
the staple of the loft hand member. The iathw consists of the verticul staple attached to a 
horizontal plate, the out-er end cf which has been fashioned into a fan-tail shapt;. Its iiuier end 
is furnished with three projecting tongues, two in a row above, and one below. 
Each tongue is made up of three pieces disposed one above the other. The middle piece is a 
little longer than the other two, which are nailed, to its further end. When the entire length 
of the tongues is inserted, through the corresponding a|)ortuies, into the hollow right hand 
member, the free ends— those nearest the holes which admitted them- -spring wide apart and 
effectively prevent the lock from opening. The turning of the kfiy presst^s the arms of the 
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tongues close together and confines them within the dimensions of the aperture, which resulti 
in the members being instantly detached. (PI. XVIII) 

C128. Lock (length 4|"), similar to No. C127. Left hand member rnksing. There are twe 
bands on each of its longer sides. Keyhole entire. 

0129, Fragmentary plate (length If") of a lock. Two of the holes, which were meant foi 
ihe admission of the tongues, are still entire. 

0130, Key (length 7^"), The base is fiat with a rectangular opening in the middle. Ii 
the middle of the outer edge of each of its longer sides, a chip has been bitten off. Uppei 
part of the handle is flat with a semi-circular top. (1^1. XVIII) 

0131, Key (length 61"). It is fragmentary. The upper part of the handle is flat and has 
a small hole below its top, probably for passing a string through it. 

0132-137. Door chains (length varies from 4J" to 18") with and without staples. 

0138. Chain (length 23") of a hanging lamp. 

0139-146, Staples (length varies from 1|" to 9|"). 

0147-151. Door rings (length f.e., length of staple diameter of rings, varies from 4J* 
to 6") with staples. 

0152-172. Door (?) rings (diameter varies from I J" to 2^") without staples. 

0173, Door ring (length 7") with staple. 

0174, King (diameter 1|"). 

0175. King (length 3|"). 

0176. Circular band (diameter 2", depth -|"). Much corroded. It appears to have beet 
the handle of an iron pan ; the rivet hole is still in fair preservation. 

0177-187. Clamps (length varies from 4" to 7|") with nails. Each comprises a singh 
flat plate with a hole at each end, through which nails are passed. This type of clamps is 
commonly used in woodwork. 

0188-191. Clamps (length varies from 6|" to 8}"). Each consists of a single piece, rec- 
tangular in section with the ends spiked and bent. 

0192-195. Clamps (h^ngth varies from 5f " to 14|"). Each of them is a single piece flat and 
oval in the middle and spiked at both ends. Their genera] appearance is like that of a stirmp. 

0196. Clamp (length 7"). It is a single plate doubled over, with two holes on each of its 
arms for insertion of nails. The holes on the opposite arms correspond with each other, so 
that the same nail could be passed through both the holes and then rivetted. 

0197. Nail (length 4") of a clamp similar to No. 0196. 

0198. Plate (length 7") with three holes. 

0199-200. Fragments (length 3|" and 2|" respectively) of plates similar to 
No. 0198. 

0201 -202(a). Circular bosses (diameter of the boss varies from If" to 2j|-") with round- 
headed nails. 

0203-220. Kound-headed nails (varying in length from 4" to 2' 1|"). 

0211-228. Nails (length varies from 5|" to Sf") with flat triangular heads. 

0229-388. Nails (varying in length from to 9"). The heads are flat and of various 
shapes. Some have their upper ends merely flattened out and bent to one side only. Others 
have projecting circular rims, and yet others have projections on two sides only. There are a 
few which appear to be headless. 
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C389. Door (?) omamont (length 13"). It lesomhlos In shape a ronventional peacock 
and has holes in the head, body and tail for insortion of nails. It is in a single piece and 
is quite flat on both sides. (PL XVII) 

C390-391. Hooks (height 81" and 7|"). S-shaped. Upper flat tciied out and perforated, 
Lower end, sharp. 

C391(a). Hook (height 9|"). Sirnilar to the preceding speciuiens. 

C392. Hook (length 6"). Forked. The arms of the fork nearest the juncture are bent 
over and flattened. The thin cud of this flat apex is carried up vertically and bored with one 
hole for passing through the naU or wire. These hooks could very well have been used as 
spits. 

C393-394. Rods (length 13" each). Thick in the middle and tapering towards each end. 

C395-401. Fragments (length varies from 4" to 11^") of rods. 

C402. Rod (length 12|"). Similar to Nos. C393 and (-391. 

C403-405. Rods, (length varies from 2|" to 14:|;"). Square in section. The ends of 
No. C403 are bevelled, 

C406-408. Rods (length varies from to 18^^"). Rectangular in section. 

C409-421. Circular bands (varying in diameter from I" t(» 2^" and in <lcpth from to 
21"). They must have been used as holders for wooden or bamboo .staffs. 

Cf22-425(a). Oval bands (varying in diameter from 2]" to and in depth from f-o |{"), 

C426. Horseshoe-shaped band (diameter If' and depth 2")- 

C427. Fragment (diameter and depth nearly 1|") of an oblong band. 

Miscellaneous and uncertain objects. 

C428. Object (length 72"). It is an ordinary rod with one end flattened out and .sha{>ed 
into a leaf the point of which is bent over. It jnay possibly be a mud scra])er. 

(M29. Object (length 3|"). It is a thin plate i;apering to one end. The broad end is 
Bemi-circular and has a sharp edge. 

(X30, Object (length 4"). Similar to No. C429 except f lint: its sharp edge is slightly bent. 

C431. Object (length 5"), It is a rod, hollow at one enti and loojied at the other. TJirough 
the loop is passed a thin ring which may possibly be the link of a cliain. The fragment tapers 
towards the looped end, 

0432. Object (length lOJ"). It is a rod with one end flattened and spiked perhaps for 
insertion into a wooden handle. The spiked end is marked o.[f from the body of the rod by two 
fliat lugs. 

0433. Object (length 8^"). Similar No. 0432 except that its pointed end is squared 
instead of being flattened. 

0434. Rod (length 11"). Curved at one end. 

0435. Object (length 6i"). It is a thin plate broad and perforated at one end and tapering 
to a point at the other. The point is somewhat curved anil the etlge. appears to have been 
sharp. It may have been the blade of a knib.;. 

0436. Object (length 3J"). It is a round rod with tapering ends. One of the points is 
bent over. It appears to be fragmentary. 

0437. Object (length 31"). It is a rod, thin in the middle and thick at the ends which are 
pointless. It has a disc near one end. A small detachable ring was found on the rod. It may 
be a spindle whorl.

C438. Object (length 4],"). It is a curved plate, with ends rounded off, and a hole in 
the middle. There is a shallow groove running lengthwise in the middle of one of its faces. 
It naay be the transverse guard of a dagger hilt. 

A ring is passed through the loop of a small hook from which 
hang two fragments of thm plate, evidently forming onfe complete link. One of these 
fragments has a disc-shaped body with a narrow neck.

0441. Fra,gmont (diameter 7,|") of an object similar to No. 0440 but with a plain 
looped end.

0413. Object (length 4"). Jt consists of two rings linked together and a key-like nail 
hanging from oi5e of them. The larger of the two rings is bent inwards. 

0144. Object (length 9|"). If is a rod bent in the middle with two small upright barbs 
at each side of the angle.. 

0445. Object (length I J"). It is a rod with one end bent and flattened. The other end 
which is also flattened, is triangular in shape with a hole in the middle. It might be part 
of a stand for wall lamps. 

0446-417. Fragments (diameter 4" and %l" respectively), possibly of books. Each has 
a flat end with a hole in the middle, which in one example is broken. 

0448. Two fragm<’i!ts (diameter and length 34" respectively) of rods with one end 
pointed. One of them is curved. 

€449. Fragment (length 4.1") of a rod. At one end it has two broken spikes projecting 
at right angles to it. 

0450-451. Fragments (diameter (U" and 4^") of two curved rods. 

0452. Fragment (length 3") of the link of a chain. It has been twisted several times over. 

0453. Fragment (length 2^") of a thick plate b<mt at one end and with a large hole at the 
other. 

0454. Object (length 5^"). A flat fragmentary blade unth a tang. It may have been 
used as a garden tool. 

0455. Object, (h'ngth 8|"). It; appears to be a Imife with a long narrow leaf-shaped 
blade, and a vshort handle which is mov bent. 

0456. Object (length 3 ,\"). It has a blunt triangular blade from the apex of which 
projects a long pointed spike. Its purpose is uncertain. 

0457-462. Fragments (length varying from 2" to 7y') of plates with and without 
holes for nails. 

Bronze Objects. 

0463. Bowl (diameter 7f" ; height 2|"). Straight plain rim. Bottom flat and partially 
broken. Turned on the lathe. . (Pi. XIX) 

0464. Bowl (dianicter 3|" ; height 1^"). Thick straight rim, ornamented both inside 
and outside with grooved lines. Bottom missing. Turned on the lathe and highly polished. 

0465. Bangle (diameter 2|"). Oval in shape. Thick at the back and tapering towards 
both ends. It is ornamented with rows of dots arranged in geometrical patterns. The ends 
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one of which is slightly damaged — have a longitudinal slit, both ui m.s of which are perfora- 
ted. It appears that there was a detachable member which could be. dovetailed into the slit 
and made fast with a pin. (PI. XVI) 

C466. Bangle (external diameter 2^"). (Circular in Khap(\ C'oiiipristis t.wo members both 
of which are round, solid and plain. The ends of tluj larger member have a slit, both arms of 
which are perforated, as in Xo. C465. The smaller member is doveiaih*il into these slits 
but the pins, which held it fast, have disappeared. (PI. XVI)

0477. I^'igurine (height 3|") of a four-armed goddess standing on a pedestal under an 
arched canopy which is supported on two lullars with ca])itaJs and base.s. The arch is 
surmounted at the extremities by thin ornamental jieaks. The two ujiraiscd hands of the 
goddess hold a sword and a pitcher and the other two are hanging down, a})])arently enijity, 
by her sides. She is i lad in a short dholi, with an elaborately crnamentid hem. The loose 
end of the dhoti dangles between her legs. Shi; wears a conical ctown, ear onuiments, 
necklaces reaching down to her breasts and bangles. Late mcducval epoch. (IM. XVIII) 

C478. Bell (height 2|"). CWtcalbody with round rim at tlie base and a circular 
fillet a little more than half-way up the vertex. The. lop of the bell is jierforated, and 
surmounted by a vertical loop round which is tw'ined a piec(; of flat copper wire. It is fioin a 
fold of this wire, which is thrust through the hole at, the. loji, into the body of the bell, 
that the tongue hangs. The latter i.s a plain piece of metal with a hook at llm top. 

C479. Rod (J' 12|"). Thick in the middle and tapering towards the ends. 

C480. Object (length 6g''). It is a long narrow plate with a barb at, one end and a hole 
in the middle.

Early Qlazed Pottery. 

(About 3rd Century B.O, — 1st Century A.D.) 

0493. Neck (height ; diameter of mouth 3") of water vessel. The rim which projects 
iownwards is decorated with four grooved lines running parallel to the outer edge of the 
mouth, lied colour w’^ash and glaze. 

0494. Neck (height diameter of the mouth 3") of a water vessel. Its plainness is 
relieved by two round mouidingH, one at the base and another up hi the middle. The rim is 
rounded ofl and everted. Thh< fragment possesses a special human interest inasmuch as the 
inger prints of the potter w' ho joined the neck with the body of the vessel still exist in all their 
original freshness, after a lapse of two thousand years and more. 

0495-490. Fragments (diameter 5^" and 5" respectively) of water vessels, probably surdfds, 
doth of them have round mouldings at the base of the neck. 

0497. Neck (height *2|" ; diameter of mouth 2^") of water vessel. It is cupUko in shape. 
Che outer face is divided into three horizontal sections which are separated from each other 
*y round* latitudinal ribs. The rim is straight. Ked colour wash and glaze. 

0498. Neck (height. 4|" ; diameter of mouth 2|") of a surdM. The rim radiates outwards 
md is quadrantal in section. The lip projects upwards, and the neck proper tapers both 
rays towards the middle. (Pi. XX). 

0499. Necli (height 4^") oi' sura/d. Similar to No. 0498 but with a cup-shaped mouth and 
im. The lower edge of the neck is carefully ground and must have been joined to the body 
(f the vessel with some kind of glue. 

0500-505. Necks (height ranging from 2|" to 4J"). Similar to No. 0499. The original 
oat qf red colour wash still suivives on most of them. (PI. XX). 

0506-522. Necks (height ranging from If" to 5§") of surdhis. The most remarkable feature 
1 this type is the rim, which though flat, convex, or cuplike in different specimens is invariably 
ur mounted by a tapering nipple which in some cases is plain and in others ornamented with 
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jround mouldmgs. The neck tapers both ways towards the middle except in on<! instance 
where it is nearly cylindiical. The red colour wash and glaze are quite fresh and bright on the 
better burnt specimens. (PI; XX) 

C623-625. Nipples (length varies from I" to 11") of mrahls, with moulded rims. 

C526-539. Spouts (length varies from 1" to 3|") of water vessels. They have circular 
rims and pointed bottoms. They were made separately and attached to the vessel before 
baking. The corresponding space, on the vessel, inst ead of having one single hole, is perforated 
like a sieve, which has the advantage of preventing straw or insects from getting in, without 
obstructing the passage of water. The original coat of red colour wash still exists on the 
majority of them. No. 0530 is covered with a thick coat of brick dust which appears to have 
extended all over the original vessel, perhaps with the pur|)OKe of lessening, to some exl-ent, the 
effects of sudden changes of atmosphere on its contents. It has a projc-cl.ing rirn. The back of 
No. 0531 has been neatly ground, probably, after the vessel to whicli it belonged was broken. 

0540. Potters’ dabber (diamet<*r 13,"). Made of fine reddi.sh clay, and glazed. (PI. XX) 

0541. Spindlewhorl (diameter I J"). Lower face concave and upper cojivex. A hole in the 
middle. Dark red colour wash with glaze. 

0542-544. Potsherds (length ranging from Ij^" to 2|"). Grey clay with black glaze. 
No. 0544 possesses some remnants of a coat of black slip. 

0545-548. Potsherds (dianuitet varying from 3" to 5,^"). Dark bull colour wash and glaze. 

C549-56G. Potsherds (diameter ranging from 1|" to 53"). Red slip with glaze. The 
shades of colour wash vary from dark red tt) light red. Most of these sherds appear to have 
belonged to water vessels. 

Miscellaneous Pottery of the Gupta and the Medieeval periods. 

0567. IJdndi (height ‘2,}" : diameter 2|"). Flat bottom. Short everted rim. A’ grooved 
line round the body. Buff coloured clay, iudilfcrently baked. {PI. XXI) 

0568. Hdrull (height 3|" ; diameter at top 3|"). Spherical bottom. Body of the vessel 
ornamented with groups of grooved line.s. Rim short and projecting outwards. Dull black 
colour all over the body excejit the rim which is partially dull red. Coarse clay, underburnt. 
(PI. XIX) 

0569. Top (height 1 J"; diameter 3") of water vessel. Mouth, narrow with broad radiating 
rim. The shoulder which springs from the body of the vessel is concave. Red clay, lindcr- 
bumt. Traces of red colour wash. 

0670. Top (height 2J"; diameter 3;J") of water vessel. Everted rim. Base of tho nock 
decorated with naiTow plain band in low relief. Shoulders concave a.s in No. 0569. 

0571. Top (height 14§" ; diameter at top 22|") of a vessel. Thick, shghtly convex and pro- 
jecting rim. Immediately below the rim are two cable mouldings from tho lower one of which 
is suspended another cable arranged in swags of irregular dimensions. Tho body is nearly 
cylindrical. Coarse buff clay with a coat of red slip. 

0572. Water vessel (height 8" ; diameter of mouth 4J"). Globular body with a short plain 
spout projecting a little above the middle. A plain moulding runs round the neck. The rim 
is vertical with a concave outer face. Coarse red clay. Traces of red slip. (IM. XVIII) 

C573. Water vessel (height 3|"; diameter of mouth 2"). Similar to No. 0572 but with a 
plain neck and lim. 



0574, Fragment (height 51") of a water vessel. Short spout. Plain, tall and narrow ned 

C675. Jug (height 3|"). Drum-like body, broad in the middle and narrowing towari 
the ends. Bim plain and upright. Coarse leddish clay. (PI. XXJ) 

C576. Jug (height 3"). Flat base. Two grooved lines round the body a little below tl 
middle. (PI. XXI) 

C577-579. Vessels (height ranging from li" to 21"). No. C577 has a spherical body an 
short upright neck ; No. C578, flat base and a grooved line round the middle of the bod 
and No. C579, a flat base and a nearly oval body. The neck of the last is broken. (PI. XX!

shorter sides. On tdie opposite side are traces of what might have beeh'a spout. Red clay 
with traces of colour wash.

C819. Inkpot (height Square. Omanienled with two raisc’d bands, one round the 

shoulder and the other round the base. Upper edge of the top baud is free and forms a groove 
round the circular neck. Traces of red paint, and. over that, of a coat of lime slip still exist.

CG20-623. Fragments (diaTnctcr varying from fj" t.o 5|") of handle. Buff clay with a 
considerable sprinkling of mica, which gives these fragments a sparlling surface. The mixture 
of mica has the additional advantage of making the ware very durable. 

C624. Potsherd (diameter G|^'). It is very thick and must hav(>. belonged to a large vessel. 
Coarse rod clay. Decorated with a band of doubh? leaf ornament. Remnants of a coat of rod 

C625-626. Potsherds (diameter 7|" and 7|" respectively). They arc fragments of the rim 
of a large vessel. The lip is rounded off. Below it is a jieculiar (h^coration which appears to 
have been formed by pres.sing an ordinary rourid moulding, while it. was wef . bej ween t.he thumb 
and the forefinger, producing, as it now is, a double row of circular dcpressiotis, on an ap]>lied 
fillet.

Decorated 
with bands of incised lines. A small hole in the middle seems to be accidental. Coarse black 
clay, badly burnt. Traces of black paint. 

C652. Finial (height Sf"). Hollow ; conical in shape. Top broken. Red clay, well 
burnt. Traces of red slip. 

C653. Finial (height SJ"). Conical in shape with slightly bulging sides. Base is fragmen- 
tary and is decorated with two plain convex mouldings. Coarse clay with red slip on the 
upper surface. 

C654. Fragment (height 2|") of a (?) finial. Upper part conical and separated by a ledge 
from the lower which is concave. Coarse clay with red colour wash.
